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“TELLER AND PLUMB. 


OPPOSE A CHANGE OF THE SENATE 
RULES. 


TO SUIT ANY PURPOSE WHATEVER. 


Grandmother Blair Urges the Previous 
Question, and Meeta With a Tart Reply 
From the Western Senators. 


Wasutneton, August 4.—[Special.}—The 
force bill is on the decline, so to speak. 

Indeed, it received a blow today from which 
recovery is doubtful, and the opponents of the 
measure are in high glee tonight. 

The blow today was administered by Senator 
Teller, of Colorado, and Senator Plumb, of 
Kansas. The opportunity presented itself to 
these statesmen when Senator Blair took the 
foor, and announced that something should 
be done at once to change the rules of the sen- 
ate, in order that the majority might have the 
right to order the previous question when de- 
sired. 

THE REPLY STAGGERS FIM. 

Mr. Blair was very vigorous in his demand, 
and had an editorial read from the New York 
Tribune, Calling on the senate to act at once. 
Then it was that the western senators were 
heard. 

Senator Plumb took the floor first, and pro- 
tested, in outspoken language, against inter- 
fering with the establishetl rules of the 
senate. He was against any change of the 


rules, and would not submit to any newspaper 


dictation. ‘These words created a stir on the 
republican side. 

However, when Senator Teller-took the 
floor, aud announced that he, for one, Was un- 
alterably opposed to changing the rules of the 
senate, that he would vote against such and 
would fight such a proposition as long as he 
ould estand on the floor, there was a genuine 
sensation. 
indeed, the explosion of a bomb in the 
republican side could not have created such 
amazement among the rabid partisan element. 
I meant thatif both Teller and Plumb were 
determined, the rorce bill could never pass. 
The rabid element could hardly realize what 
they heard was true, and sat stili in amaze- 
ment. 

THE EFFECT OF THE STATEMENT. 

Not one of them. ventured to reply, and the 
tariff debate went on. These significant 
utterances, however, mean much. If carried 
out as spoken, they mean the death of 
the force bili, for without chang- 
ing the rules that measure has 
no chance. Other republicans of the 
senate, who have been opposed to the bill 
all the time, are now speaking out, and it does 


‘look like the throes of death are drawing 


around the infamous measure, conccived and 
reared by the equally infamous Tom Reed. 
Some of those republicans whose standing has 
been rather neutral in regard tothe bill, would 
now gladly see it defeated, as a rebuke to 
tyrant Tom, and even Boss Quay seems to have 
gone over to the other side. Quay has never 
been an intimate of Reed’s, and of late there 
has been a cool wave between the two 
politicians. 

Yesterday, the Matthew Stanley-Quay club, 
of Philadelphia, met and adopted resolutions 
protesting against the passage of the force bill 
by the senate. This is equally significant with 
the remarks of the two distinguished western 
senators today, and is taken to mean that the 
“Pennsylvania boss” is ready to take up arms 
against the iniquitous measure. If this be 
true, the death of the bill is assured. 

THE PROTEST MUST BE KEPT UP. 

And the protest from the south, inspired by 
Tue CoNnsTITUTION, is doing the work. 

Let the south remain in the saddle, battling 
against the infamous fraud and force bill, and 
even all the forces of Harrison, Reed and the 
entire administration cannot drive it through 
the senate. A great effort will be made when 
the president returns tomorrow, and uniess 
the south and the northern friends of the 
south keep up the fight, the doubtful men 
might be whipped in, and the bill forced 
upon us. 

Tonight the advocates of the measure say 
they only have a temporary set-back, that 
matters will materialize soon, and the bill is 
certain to pass. How true thisbe, remains to 
be seen. 

WHAT COLONEL NORWOOD SAYS. 

Colonel Norwood said tonight that he be 
lieved Colonel Lester’s nomination was cer- 
tain. 

“He only needs four votes now,” said Colo- 
nel Norwood, ‘‘and I have no doubt but he 
Will soon secure them. Of course, I mean he 
is within four votes of a majority, and with a 
majority he should Be nominated. Iam op- 
posed to the two-thirds rule and hope the con- 
vention will adopt the majority rule and nom- 
inate Lester. He is entitled to a second 
term, and I shall be happy to see him 
get it. However, I appreciate highly 
the honor that a large number 
of my friends have paid me, although I have 
not been a candidate.”’ 

The friends of Judge Stewart and Major 
Barnes are sorry to learn that both these dis- 
tinguished Georgians are ill at home. A\l- 
though the leaves of absence of all members 
were revoked Saturday, as the two Georgians 
telegraphed they were ill, the house granted 
them indefinite leave. 

Teday Mr. Grimes has returned from 
Georgia, and was on the floor of the house. 

MR. MORGAN EXPLAINS. 

Judge Morgan, of Mississippi, in the house 
today denied the story that he had his license 
asalawyerrevokedin order that he could 
join the alliance and have that influence in 
his race for congress. He characterized the 
Story as a campaign lie, started by one of his 
Opponents in the race for his seat in congress. 


Among the papers that printed the story was 


Tue Constitution. The story came from a 
Mississippian. It was charged upon Judge 
Morgan, on the stump, all over his district,and 
first reached here in the re- 
port of a speech of one 
of his opponents in a Mississippi country 
weekly. It probably hada great deal to do 
With his defeat, and it looks rather remarkable 
that the Mississippian should have waited until 
his district convention nominated another, to 
deny it. The story has been told and retold 
here hundreds of times within two weeks, and 
to a certain extent the Mississippian was being 
ostracized by fellow-members. They are, how- 
€ver, glad tohear him deny it, even at this 
ate date. 
ANOTHER PARTY BREAK, 

Besides scoring the election bill in the senate 
day by denouncing the effort to adopt gag 
rules, Senator Plumb ripped the tariff bill up 
the back, so to speak, by stating that had the 
McKinley tariff bill been incorporated in the 
Chicago platform, as the manner by which the 

Jepublicans intended to reduce the tariff, the 
republicans would not be in power today. 
Piumb and Teller are very sharp thorns in the 
side of the republican leaders.

PLAIN TALK TO BLAIR.

Senators Plumb and Teller Against Any 
Change in the Rules. 

Wasnineron, August 4.—Allusion having 
been made to the non-action of the house on 
the bill fora lock in Sault Ste. Marie canal, 
Presi ling Officer Ingulls said that he had ob- 
erved, w:th regret,-the growing temdency to 
allude in terms of severity and disparagement 
to the preeeedines of the other house of con- 
gross. It wasa violation of the fundamental 
principles of parliamentary law to refer in 
one house to what was done or saidin the 
other house. He hoped that the senate, in the 
vreservation of its own dignily, and in protec- 
tion of its own immunity from recrimination, 
would observe those rules and refrain from 
such allusions in the future. 

The tariff bill was taken up, the pending 
question being on Mr, Vest’s amendment to 
the chinaware paragraph, reducing the duty 
on decorated ware to 50 per cent ad valorem, 
ant on plain, undecorated ware to 40 per cent, 
instead of 55 and 50 per cent, as recommended 
by the finance committee, and instead of 60 
and 55 per cent in the house bill. 

After the debate had proceeded some time, 
Mr. Vest modified his amendment by changing 


the rate on plain white chinaware to 45 in- 


stead of 40 per cent. e 

The amendment was then rejected—yeas 19, 
nays 20. 

NOT A PARTY VOTE. 

Messrs Ingalls, Madison, Paddock and 
Plumb voted aye with the democrats, and Mr. 
Payne with the republicans. 

The next vote was on Mr. Butler's amend- 
ment to make three instead of two categories 
of chinaware, and to makethe rates 50, 45 
and 40 per cent. 

It was rejected without division. 

The amendment of the finance committee, 
making the rates 55 and 50 per cent, was 
agreed to withont division. 

The next question was on the committee 
amendment to paragraph 101 as to “‘all other 
china, ete,’’ striking out the ,jhouse paragraph 
which fixes the rate on decorated ware at 60 per 
cent, and substituting another designation on 
which the rate of 58 per centis fixed. 

Mr. Plumb moved to make the rate 45 per 
cent. Rejected. 

The committee amendment was agreed to. 

The next question was on paragraph 102$— 
glass and glassware. The committee amend- 
ment was to strike out the paragraph in the 
house bill, fixing four rates on bottles, accord- 
ing to size, and to substitute for it a different 
classification with two rates—1 cent per pound 
on bottles holding not less than a pint, and 
on demijohns and carboys, and 15 cents per 
pound on bottles holding less than a pint. 

The committee amendment was agreed to. 

The next question was on an amendment cf 
the finance committee to strike ont paragraphs 
109, 110, 111, 112, 113 and 114 of the house bill, 
and to substitute for them one paragraph, 104, 
taxing glass and glass ware, cut or ornamented, 
45 per cent ad valorem. 

A LITTLE REPARTEE. 

In the course of a long discussion, Mr. Ed- 
munds illustrated a remark by Mr. Vance (to 
the effect that one of his arguments was an 
old story) by an anecdote of a thief who said, 
when told that one of the ten commandments 
was, ‘‘Thou shalt not steal,’ that that was an 
old story; and Mr. Vance retorted, to the 
amendment of the democrat side, that the 
protectionists has got to the point where they 
did not even make an excuse for stealing. 

After several ineffective attempts to amend 
by reducing the rate named, in which attempts 
Messrs. Ingalls, Paddock and Plumb voted 
with the democrats, the committee amendment 
was agreed to. 

After about an hour’s diseussion on the glass 
question, Mr. Blair expressed some disgust at 
the slow rate of progress of the bill, made a 
suggestion as to the adoption of the previous 
question and proposed to read and have printed 
in The Record an article in today’s New York 
Tribune, beginning with the sentence: ‘The 
courtesy of the senate is an expeusive Juxury.”’ 

Mr. Plumb objected. 

MR. PLUMB QUOTES SOME. 

Mr. Plumb quoted from the platform of a 
convention recently heldin Kansas to nomi- 
nate a candidate for representative in congress, 
favoring an adjustment and reduction of the 
tariff schedules, and said that there was noth- 
ingin that platform about the increase of 
duties. Sofaras he knew the sentiment of 
the western country people were not specially 
hungry for tariff legislation. He admitted 
that the tariff bill ought to pass, but he did 
not regard The New York Tribune, or any 
other paper, or half dozen papers, as repre- 
rentatives of the sentiment of the American 
people on that subject. It was better not to 
pass a tariff bill than to pass one that was 
not right. If it was meant that the senate 
should have a rule that would cut off debate, 
he would regard that as a perversion of legis- 
lative power and as a blow at free institutions. 
He did not regard outside newspaper talk as 
to what the senate should do as having any 
great degree of consequence, Such talk might 
have been prompted by powerful interests 
that were expecting to profit by the bill. He 
had uever heard from any other interest than 
the manufacturing interest, a demand for in- 
creased tariff duties. If that were heretical, 
he wished to add to it by saying that, in his 
judgment, if the republican platform of 1888 
had been supposed to mean that it favored 
tariff revision by an increase of duties, the re- 
sult of the election would have been different. 

SENATOR TELLER’S REMARKS. 


Mr. ‘Teller said that he did not yield to any- 


senator in his devotion to the protective 
system, which he believed essential to the 
prosperity of the American people. But he 
did not share in the view of the senator from 
New Hampshire, as taken from one of the 
leading newspapers of the country, that there 
had been any unnecessary delay in the dis- 
cussion of the bill, or that the senate was 
recreant to its duty because it did not proceed 
more rapidly. He did not propose to be 
frightened into any haste or expedition in -the 
discharge of his duty on the bill. He-has 
learned that hasty legislation was bad legisla- 
tion, and he had learned’ that any 
bill which deserved to become a 
law would stand the test of disenssion 
and examination. The impatience and im- 
petuosity with which the senate was asked to 
take hold of the!tbill and passit was to him 
somewhat disgusting. He was in full sym- 
pathy with the purpose of the bill, which he 
understood to be to raise duties wherever they 
were found to be too low, and to lower them 
wherever they were found to be toohigh. He 
wished to say to the senator from New Hamp- 
shire that, sofaras he (Mr.jTeller) was con- 
cerned, the present rules of the senate had 
been sufficient for the discharge of the duties 
of the senate in an orderly and decent manner, 
and he was prepared to resist vigorously, and 
as efficiently as he could, any change of rules 
for the purpose of hastening the passage of the 

tariff bill or any other bill. 
Several Senators—That is right. 
Finally, on motion of Mr. Aldrich, the rates 
were reduced one-quarter of a cent all around,

SCORING THE SPEAKER.

PELTS TOM REED UNMERCIFULLY 


For His Partiality to Republicans—Mr. 
Breckinridge, of Kentucky, Makes an 
Appeal for the South. 


Wastinoton, August 4.—In the house Mr. 
Morgan, of Mississippi. rising to a question of 


privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read the article in a southern newspaper to the 


effect that, in order to curry favor with the 
Farmers’ Alliance, he had had his license as a 
lawyerannulled, He denounced the statement 
as a fal:ehood and a campaign lie.’ 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Paysonin the chair, on the general 
defticieney appropriation bill. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, in charge of the 
measure, explained that the bill carried an 
appfopriation of $5,140,000. Items of defic- 
iency submitted to the committee on 
appropriations aggregated $13,500,000. The 
house could see, therefore, that the 
committee had carefully scrutinized al) the 
proposed appropriations. The Pacific railroad 
claims were not provided forin the bi. While 
he believed that the time was near at hand 
when these claims would have to be settled, 
the committee had been practically unanimous 
in refusing to provide for their payment, when 
they were still pending in the courts of the 
country. 

SPEAKER REED DENOUNCED. 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, took the floor and 
made another attack upon Speaker Reed and 
his rulings and the majority of the committee 
on rules. The house, he said, had been thrown 
into a state of anarchy andchaos. It was sus- 
pected that the speaker turned his back ona 
full, fair, frank discussion, on opportunity for 
amendment, on parliamentary decorum, on of- 
ficial urbanity, on historic and patriotic mem- 
ories, in order that he might unlawfully per- 
petuate his party in power and draw to 
his support for the presidency the unscru- 
pulous mass of ignorant and vulgar 
partisans who practiced the infamous and 
corrupt maxim that the end justified the 
means. He had degraded the majority 
with the full assurance on the part of the re- 

yuublican members thatif the scheme should 
reak down under the judgement of the lib- 
erty-loving people, they would perish like 
Sampson, under the ruins, but if it succeeded, 
that he alone should reap all the glory. Their 
want of patriotic courage was exceeded only 
by their suicidai stupidity, and among themall 
there had not been found a man with the conr- 
age of Jackson, the patiotism of Henry, and 
the love of liberty that inspired the fathers 
who could say: ‘This is our country; these 
areour liberties; theseare our countrymen and 
you are our servant and we will not have the 
one trodden down under foot and 
the other outraged and wronged. 
No,” he concluded, ‘May I tell 
you, Mr. Speaker, that they curse you and 
despise you, and hate you, and when you are 
assailed in private and in public they are 
sllent.”’ 
PRAISES HIS MASTER. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, defended Speaker 
Reed against Mr. Rogers’s attack. . He -re- 
ferred to him as the migthy man from Maine; 
that he stood today as the towering, historic and 
grand figure of this age of legislative victory 
and reform. If the people of this republic did 
not appreciate what earnestness, courage and 
patriotism had done in this congress, then 
there was no gratitude in the republic for loy- 
alty to its best interests; and when the gentle- 
man intimated thatit was necessary for some 
member on the republican side to check the 
alleged tyranny of the speaker, and that. re- 
publicans were dumb in the presence of an 
abuse of power, he replied that the speaker 
was only part of the solid majority bent on so 
amending the ruies that the business of the 
country could be executedin this chamber. 

MR. BRECKINRIDGE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, referred to 
his criticism of the present code of rules at 
the time it was up for consideration. He pre- 
dicted that it would lead to friction between 
the speaker and the members. He was not 
now surprised that the speaker’s impartiality 
was called in question and his judgment citi- 
cised. Thetrue judgement of the country 
would be that, however, the rules might pro- 
duce political legislation, they had 
failed as to that great domain 
of legislation which lay outside of the 
fierce contest of party. They - might 
carry through a great tariff bill, but they did 
not carry through the general appropriation 
bills necessary for the sustenance of the gov- 
ernmeut. The majority might, under these 
rules, put upon the statute books a force bill, 
iniquitous in its provisions, infamous in its 
object, but it could not obtain the commenda- 
tion of the people for its actionon the gen- 
eral legislation of the government. The force 
bill could not escape the fierce criticisms of 
the people, for on account of the absence of 
discussion here, there was necessity for dis- 
cussion elsewhere. He was not speaking of 
the senate, but of the newspaper press, the 
fireside, assemblages of people. Of the bills 
which had passed under the rules of the house, 
few had become laws, and few of those which 
had, would, in his judgment, remain long 
upon the statute books. He had no criticism 
to make upon the speaker. Ifthe gentlemen 
on the other side were satisfied with that officer, 
God forbid that he should attempt to remove 
that satisfaction. If they were willing to ac- 
cept the speaker as a fair type of their party, 
he would enter no dissent, The speaker had 
won his supremacy. He had exercised the su- 

remacy he had won, [Laughter.} He had 
een a republican leader on the floor. The re- 
publicans had made him their leader in the 
chair,and he had exercised that leadership. 
[ Laughter. ] 
THE SPEAKERS CONTRASTED. 

Mr. Breckinridge then proceeded to contrast 
the persona! and political relations which ex- 
isted between Speaker Carlisle and the mem- 
bers and that which existed between them 
and Speaker Reed. In the last congress, the 
members of the minority had always been 
treated courteously. Now a member of the 
minority rising for recognition did not know 
what treatment he) would receive at the hands 
of the speaker. He then proceeded to make 
an earnest appeal against the force bill, con- 
cluding asfollows: . 

AN APPEAL FOR HIS PEOPLE. 

Gentlemen of the north, shall we not come 'to-

THE COLORED ALLIANCE 


Promises to Take a Hand in South Car- 
olina Politics. 

CoLumBia,S.C., August 4.—[Special.]—It 
now appears that the political situation in 
South Carolina is to be further complecated by 
the Colored Farmers’ Alliance, as an organi- 
zation, jumping into the political arena. The 
state alliance lecturer, Powers, says the colored 
alliance has 35,000 members in South Caro- 
lina. The chief purpose of the order is mutual 
benefit, and this, he contends, can be gained 
as well by entering politics as by establishing 
storchouses.. The alliance, he remarked, in- 
tended to do whatever was to its advantage, 
and if they coujd.zmake anything by going into 
politics, they—-cdid be justified in doing so. 
The colored ailiances of the state will havea 
great gathering at Aiken Tuesday, and Mr. 
Powers expects ‘that fully 5,000 alliancemen 
and their families will attend. After the 
meeting representatives from all the country 
alliances Will hold a secret convention, to dis- 
cuss the political situation and make arrange- 
ments for the presentation of aliiance candi- 
dates. The ecollored alliance will probably 
take up Tillman, and pass resolutions order- 
ing the members to supporthim. Powers said 
that the colored alliance has already decided 
to present candidates for congress in three 


districts—the first,second and seyenth.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 4.—[Special.}— 
The state election passed.off very quietly to- 
dey; and » tight yote wae polled all over. the 
state, exdspt in a few counties where. local 
issues aroused some interest. In this city and 
county the total vote will fall several thousand 
below the vote for governor two years ago. 
Returns are coming in very slowly, 
but the indications are that the demo- 
cratic majority will be about the same 
astwo years ago. The republicans seem to 
have made little effort to poll a full vote, ex- 
ceptina few counties. In thiscity the re- 
publican vote was the highest ever polled. 
Reports from the black belt are to the effect 
that the total vote will be very light, and that 
at most places, very few negroes voted. There 
was little enthusiasm anywhere andno dis- 
turbances have been reported.

Stackhouse, were endorsed for congress, vice 
Cothran and Dargan, the present members. 
Everything now has

ing daily more promising for the biggest kind 
of a split.

THE ONLY COLORED MAN ELECTED 


Is Isaac Montgomery, an Old Slave of 
Jefferson Davis. 

JACKSON, Miss., August 4.—[Special.]— The 
returns of the election held last Tuesday, for 
delegates to the constitutional convention, are 
still incomplete, but are shown to have been 
very smail, as there was no contest. It will 
probably not reach over 60,000. George P. 
Melcyoir and Isah T. Montgomery, republic- 
ans, are elected in Bolivar county. Mont- 
gomery will be the only colored man in the 
convention. He wasaslave of Jefferson Da- 
vis, and is a man of great intelligence: It was 
his paper that was read before the house com- 
mittee on rivers and harbors, representing the 
colored citizens of the delta. 


The Kentucky Election. 


LOUISVILLE, August 4.—A general election 
is progressing quietly throughout Kentucky 
today. The only office to be filled by the 
choice of the voters of the entire state is the 
clerkship of the court of appeals. Woodford 
Longmoor (democrat), for clerk of the court of

EMPEROR WILLIAM’S ARRIVAL AT 
OSBORNE. 


QUEEN’S SIGNAL TO HER GRANDSON. 


The Firing of Salutes to the German Squad- 
ron—The Meeting Between Victoria and 
Emperor William—Foreign News. 


Lonpon, August 4.—The German imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern, with the Emperor Will- 
iam and hfs brother, Prince Henry, on board, 
arrived at Osborne at 10 o’clock this morning. 
The queen signaled, ‘‘Welcome to his ma- 
jesty,’’ from Osborne house, her palace on the 
isle of Wight, as the yacht entered Cowes 
Roads. The prince of Wales and duke of 
Connaught, on board the royal yacht ‘Alberta, 
went out to meet the emperor. A number of 
other members of the royal family awaited his 
arrival on the private landing stage. 

One German -iron-clad accompanied the 
Hohenzoliern. She was also escorted into the 
harbor by five British torpedo boats, The 
emperor landed. <A salute was fired on his 
entering the carriage. His majesty drove to 
Osborne house, where the queen, princess of 


. Wales and duchess of Edinburgh received him 


at theentrance. As he entered, a band played 
German and English anthems. - The emperor 
wore his British admiral’s uniform. 


THE MEDICAL CONGRESS. 


The Addresses of Welcome in Berlin at Its 
Opening. 

BERN, August 4.—The tenth international 
medical congress opened in this city today. 
Herr von Boettieher, chief of the imperial

An address welcoming the dele- 
gates to Berlin‘was made by the burgomaster 
ofthe city. Dr. Hamilton, surgeon general of 
the United. States marine hospital service, who 
was secretary of the congress held last year at 
Washington, and others made speeches in re- 
sponse to the addresses of welcome. 

Among the British doctors attending the 
congress are Sir James Pagel, Sir Andrew 
Clarke, Professor Stewart, of Edingburgh, and 
Professor Stokes of Dublin.

How Hutson and Patillo met—Both {Men 
Seek Weapons, and Subsequently Look 
for Each Other—The Fatal Meeting. 


Avavusta, Ga., August 4.—[Special.]—Mr. 
L. H. Patille’s wound is progressing finely. 
He rested web last night, and his condition is 
much more favorable today, though the physi- 
cians do not consider him out of danger, 

The remains of, Mr. Hutson were forwarded 
to relatives in Louisville, Ga., this morning 
and were buried this afternoon. 

Coroner Picquet concluded. the inquest to- 
day and the jury returned the verdict that 
Charlies Hutson came to his death from a gun- 
shot wound from a pistol in the hands of L. H. 
Patillo, and they further found that from want 
of positive evidence, they were unable to de- 
cide whether it was a murder, manslaughter or 
justifiable homicide. 

THE WITNESSES TESTIFY. 

The following witnesses testified at the in- 
quest: 

Dr. DeSaussure Ford testified that he held a 
post mortem examination over Mr. Hutson, 
and found that he had sustained a gunshot 
wound, the ball entering the inner side of the 
right arm, and the ball was de- 
flected by one of the muscles of the back 
andarm, the ball then passing between the 
third and fourth ribs, splintering both of them ; 
then traversing the right lung, then striking 
the spinal column, then splintering the body 
of one of the vertebra of the same, and ranging 
downwards and across to the left side of the 
body. The causes of death were a hemorrhage 
and shock, induced by the said gunshot wound. 
The right finger of the right hand was shat- 
tered, probably by a gunshot wound. 

Mayter Griffin, a negro, testified that he was 
walking along when his attention was attracted 
by a gentleman coming down Broad street, and 
turned round suddenly when a pistol was 
fired. He says Hutson fired the first shot. 

Cesar Curry, another negro, swore that both 
men fired at the same time. 

MR. MACAULAY TELLS THE STORY. 

M. E. Macaulay was sworn and testified: 
“‘Betwetn 9 and 10 o’clock, Saturday night, I 
closed up the store and went down to The 
Chronicle to correct the proof of an advertise- 
ment. Mr. Hutson accompanied me. He 
had done so before. He asked me whether I 
was going downthe street. Isaid I had to 
get my supper, frequently gotitin five min- 
utes. Hutson said ‘in that [case, I will 
will wait for you.’ I went to the Windsor. 
Mr. Hutson accompanied me, and after I 
had finished, we came out and walked down 
the street with A. A. Thomi#“ind Hutson to 
the corner of Jackson and Broad. Mr. 
Thomas left us there, and Hutson and I 
walked down Broad to The Chronicle office. 
When we got to the steps, I said to Hutson: 

“Tam going toread proof. Will you go?” 

Tie said: **Yes,”’ 

“When I got to the editorial room, we both 
walked in. I sawa gentleman sitting at a desk 
with his back to the door, whom I took for 
Mr. Casey. Seeing Mr. Mike Walsh, night 
editor, at the other end of the room, I spoke to 
them, and turned to walk out. Theone whom 
I had taken for Mr. Casey, got up and walked 
toward me. Ithensaw it was Mr. Patillo. 
The proof-reader asked me to wait a little, till 
he had finished something else. While we 
were waiting Mr. Mike Walsh came in, and 
told me to get my friend to leave and leave 
quick. I told Mr. Hutson to leave, and he 
asked what was the matter. I told him to leave 
quick and go down the back stairs, and I 
would meet him later, at the Windspr. After 
reading the proof, [asked Mr. Walsh what 

was the matter. He said Mr. Patillo had 
asked him for a pistol, and he had told him he 
would not give him oneif he had one. Soon 
after Mr. Patillo came in the compos- 
ing room and walked right behind me 
looked into the proof-reader's room, putting 
his hand on his hip pocket. He then ,looked 
among the printers, who were setting type, 
and asked me where young Hudson had gone. 
I told him I believed he had gone home. He 
asked which way he went. This was, I think, 
after 10 o’clock. I went down the back stairs 
ten or fifteen minutes afterwards, and walked 
up Ellis street and turned through to Broad, 
where I saw Mr, Patillo standing on the cor- 
ner of the sidewalk. Mr. Patillo asked me: 

***Well, did you get your ad fixed?’ and re- 
marked that he was pretty hot up there. I 
said yes, and was glad he could come 
out and get the fresh air, and 
then turned and walked off. He hailed me 
and asked why young Hutson had left up 
there. I replied because, ashe said, it was 
too hot for him. I then asked him if he 
wanted to see Hutson, and he said: ‘Yes.’ 
I said he boarded up] the street and works at 
our store. ‘You can see him any time.’ He 
said: ‘Yes, I believe so.’ He then turned 
to the Chronicle, and I went up the street. 
About Mr. Ferris; I met Hutson coming 
down the street, and he said: ‘I saw Mr. 
Watson, who is at the Arlington, and who 
regrets missing us.’ Hutson said he was 
going down the street. I advised him not to 
do so, but to return with me as Patillo was 
was down the street and I believed he 
was armed. He _ replied 
too, was armed and I 
him if he was armed when in The Chronicle. 
He said yes, and he would not have left there, 
but did not wish to infringe the rules. I then 
persuaded him to accompany me, and we sat 
on chairs in front of the Windsor cafe. Mr. 
Thomas and Mr. H. C. Cashin were in the 
party. The latter invited us to take beer. We 
returned, and satin the chairs, when Cashin 
proposed arideon the cars. We declined. 
Soon after Hutson gotup, and said he was 
going to see a friend at the Arlington. I tried 
to persuade him to remain, but he said it was 
necessary for him to see his friend. He had 
just gone a short distance when the firing 
commenced. Isaw the flashes, but cannot say 
who fired first. I heard no talking.” 

THE SHOTS FIRED, 

“T only heard one shot at first. Then I 
think it was a longer interval between the 
first and second shots than between any of the 
others.”’ 

Policeman Baston testified that he ran over 
to Mr. Hutson, who was walking {toward Mr. 
Patillo firmg, knocked his arm down, and 
grabbed him, and called to Policeman Shea to 
arrest the other man. He did not know Hut- 
son was wounded. He laid him down on the 
sidewalk, and he died at once. 

Policeman Shea swore he grabbed Patillo 
while snapping his empty pistol. He arrested 
him and carried him to the Arlington hotel. 
While going up the elevator, Shea says Patillo 
remarked that he hoped Hutson {was dead, 
and he said he had loved the woman and mar- 
= her and she was a virtuous woman and 
wife. 

The killing is still the talk of the town. No 
warrant has yet been issued against Patillo. 


Death from Eating Gall of the Earth. 

Mr. Vernon, Ga., August 4.—[Special.]— 
A. 8. Hamilton, of this county, oo oad 
dead near his plantation. The investigation 
of a coroner’s jury found that he came to his 
death from eating a poisonous root, called 
locally, gall of the earth, mistaking it for 
ginsing root.

The sudden death of Dr, J. W. Butts, of this 
county, is shrouded in a mystery that no one 
can yet explain.

He had been complaining of feeling unwell, and 
walked about the house and lotin his usual cheer- 
ful spirits. When breakfast was ready, his wife 
called him, and getting no response, went to his 
room and found him lying on thé bed dead or 
dying. The neighbors were called in, &nd a physi- 
cian sent for, but his spirit had flown. His death 
resulted from heart failure. A six ouncej bottie 
of chloroform was found to have been overturned 
on his bed. The doctor was inthe habit ofinhal- 
ing chloroform to relieve pain, and it is supposed 
while using it this time he dropped to sleep, and 
spilt the contents of the bottle on his i the 
continued iahalation of which produced ceath. 

There ig another report current to the effect 
that Dr. Butts was crazed with grief over his 
inability to meet some obligations, and in a fit 
of despair took the deadly drug to still a heart 
that was too honest to beat with debt hanging 
over it. Dr. Butts was a gallant ex-confeder- 
ate soldier, and carried an armless sleeve and 
a wooden leg that told the tale of his heroism. 
He was once captain of the Baldwin Blues, 
then major of the Fourth Georgia regiment.

Frankurx, N. C., duly 26.—[{Special.J—Ar- 
riving at Franklin, N. C., Pfound the people 
all alive ou the subject of a railroad, either

There is no doubt that such a road will be 
built before many years, and it will materially 
increase the prosperity of the country throfigh 
passes, by furnishing an available 
market for the produce of the 
fertile valleys, and developing the 
mntold mineral resources of the mountains. 

The lackof a market is the constant and 
bitter complaint of the people through all this 
mountain section, yet I find frequent evi- 
denees that their shiftless habits often prevent 

: availing themselves of the market 
sce, the guests at the hotel where 
were compelled to do without butter 
Sunday, because the proprietor was un- 
buy any on Saturday, and this in a sec- 
re the raising of steck was the prin- 
al industry.

is one instance of "the lack of thrift, 
‘auses much of the poverty among the 
hile close by IL discovered a contrast 
fainily who furnish butter at 25 
eents a pound for a hotel in Highlands, 
twenty miles away, and I doubtif such a thing 
as being without butter for a single meal was 
ever known at this hotel. 

The cause of this diiference lies, first, in 
the business methods of the lady who keeps 
the hote! at Highlands, who is willing 
to pay for the best aud will 
having nothing else, and, second, in the supe- 
rior intelligence of the producer, who has 
learned that he can muke money by supplying 
the demand for a first-class article, and never 
disappointing his customer. 

There is no doubt that railroads will help 
the farmers through the mountain section a 
great deal, but their principal need at present 
is intelligent thought and system applied to 
their labor. 

The main objects of interest to me about 
Franklin were the evidences of the existence 
of a pre-historic race, which are scattered 
here and there,in various forms. 

On the bank of the Tennessee river, near 
the town, isa huge Indian mound, of which the 
Indians who were found there by the whites, 
could give no account and which was evidently 
built by arace superior to them, as it was 
found to contain instruments of iron, rude in 
form it is true, vet showing a knowledge of 
the qualities of that metal which was not 
possessed by the tribes who were succeeded by 
the whites. 

There is also another mystery in the shane 
of shafts and tunnels in the mountains, so 
sma}l that it would seein impossible that they 
could have been dug by men of ordinary size. 

These excavations are mostly made to the 
mica beds, and were discovered by the first 
settlers, yet there can be found no evidence of 
mica having been put to any use by a previous 
race. 

These are facts for the consideration of the 
antiquarian, though I gannot learn that any 
one has been able to explain them, so I simply 
make mention of them as objects of interest 
encountered on my journey. 

My two days’ stay in Franklin was made 
pleasant, as well as interesting, by the cour- 
tesy of the people whom I met, and it was 
with a feeling of regret that I left them on 
Tuesday morning for a walk of twenty-one 
iniles to Highlands, a town which I have long 
had a desire to visit. 

The road was rough and tiresome, and to 
make matters still worse, I missed my course 
and went about two miles out of the way 
up a steep hill, and was compelled

I found this eabin occupied by an old lady 
and her daughter, the daughters being,I should 
judge, upward of fifty years of 
age, and oO rather a retiring 
disposition. The'old lady, however, was quite 
talkative and gave me much information in 
regard to the condition of the few settlers in 
that section. 

She said that Highlandg@g¥as settled mostly 
by yankees, and they had“’$ne a power of 
good by buying the produce of the country at 
good prices, ‘‘but,’’ said sh@p*they are power- 
ful particular and want everything the best, 
and jist when ye agree to pi¥eit to ’em.”’ 

During the conversation, ehanced to men- 
tion that I was originally from the north,when 
she looked at me in a doubtful way for a mo- 
ment and then said: “‘Eaws, 1 never would 
have reconed it; whv you don’t talk like 
them furriners up to Highlands.’’ 

The shower I had beon awaiting passed by 
with only a slight sprinkle, so 1 commenced 
the ascent of the mountain but when about 
six miles from the town, the black clouds be- 
gan gathering from every direction, and be- 
fore | could reach shelter I found myself 
alone upon the mountain. side in the midst of 
such a storm asit had never before been my 
The rain came down in 
sheets, driven by a fierce gale that nearly took 
me off my feet, whileevery now andthen a 
dead jimb would leave its grate ne and 
come crashing to the earth, sometimes in 
rather uncomfortable proximity to my head. 

The heavens were in almost a continuous 
blaze of light, while the constant crash of 
thunder rivaled the roar of artillery at Gettys- 
burg. 

Four trees were struck by lightning within a 
apace of fifty feet, and on passing the spot 
several days afterwards I found that the bushes 
for some distance around bad been killed, and 
the leaves were turning black. 

I had always\thought it would be a grand 
thing to be alone upon the mountain top amid 
the warring elements, but before that storm 
Was over my curiosity in that direction was 
abundantly satistied, and I shall never take 
any great amount of trouble to renew the ex- 
perience. 

In about half an hour the storm had spent 
its fury but the rest of the journey was made 
in the rain, and about B'clotk I walked into 
Highlands, looking as though I had been 
carried over the Cullasaja falls on my way. 

I had not a dry article of clothing with me, 
so.I was obliged to remainin that uncomforta- 
Lie condition eimtil the natural process of 
evaporation had carried off the moisture. 

found everything so agreeable at High- 
Jands that I concluded to reinain some time 
for the purpose of resting and filling up, and 
as this unique little resort deserves an entire 
letter, I will reserve my experiences there for 
my next communication.

*.. MARVELOUS GOLD ‘FIELDS. 


They Lie in Indiun Territory, and Red Skins 


Closely Guard Them. 
Special Dispatch.to the Globe-Democrat. 

DENVER, Col , July 31.—For. years rumors 
of wonderful gold fields in the Indian Terri- 
tory have been in circulation among afew of 
the old time prospectors of the west. Their 
wealth has been reported so great as to almost 
Stagger the most excited imagination. The 
Indians have, however, -so closely guarded 
these fields that a thorough investigation has 
been utterly impossible. Lieutenant Colonel 
&.-Snyder, who was recently* transferred from 
Oklahoma City to Santa Fe, arrived here yes- 
terday, and during a conversation upon this 
matter said: 

‘‘Perhaps you have heard of Hale and Nor- 
cross? These men discovered a rich mine in 
Nevada and sold out several years ago for 
several hundred thousand dollars. One day 
last winter a stranger, who had every appear- 
ance of a prospector, came to meat Oklahoma 
ey and introduced himself as Hale. He 
said he had lost his fortune and for some time 
had been prospecting in the Cheyenne country 
of the Indian Territory, north of the Red 
river. He had suffered many hardships, and 
narrowly escaped with his life from the Chey- 
ennes, Who guard their country most carefully 
againstintrasion. In his escape he said he was 
forced to leave all the mineral he had secured. 
He said that he came upen one piece of native 
gold which was so heavy that he conld not 
lift it. A party of Mexicans is allowed by the 
Indians to mine fora short time each year, 
and thenitis claimed that the visitors steal 
quietly away by a route known only to them- 
solves. There is no doubt of one fact, the 
Indians have killed many hunters and pros- 
pectors who have succeeded in penetrating to 
the hills which lie near the. Red river. Few 
men ever had the bhardihood to attempt 
prospecting in that region, and of these Hale, 
if the stranger was indeed he, is thé only man 
I have ever seen who escaped alive. . 

‘‘I heard the prospector’s story, which was 
told with every appearance of truth, and all 
my questions were answered in a perfectly 
straightforward manner, butas my time was 
occupied and I have lost money at different 
times’ by fitting out prospectors, I did not 
extend to him the assistance which he desired 
for the purpose of making a new excursion 
into the country. The man appeared greatly 
disappointed, and left the quarters with a 
downcast head. I have never seen him 
since.” 4 

The same story was told The Globe-Demo- 
crat correspondent recently by a gentleman 
from Wichita, whosaid: ‘*‘The time is not 
ripe yet for the public to be informed on the 
subject, but there are gold deposits in the hills 
and valleys nearthe Red river, which are 
richer than anything now known in the world. 
{ inet hunters and prospectors who have been 
on the spot and whose stories were so startling 
as to seem like an eastern fable. I will tell you 
one thing, however. <A big syndicate of lead- 
ing politicians and capitalists has been formed, 
and next fall a strong party is to be started for 
the gold fields to learn the truth concerning 
the mines. The party has already been en- 
listed, and is backed by such men as Senator 
Ingalisand Senator Plump. The district in 
which the gold is said to be found isin the 
southwestern part of Indian Territory, about 
two hundred miles from Oklahoma.

Never realizing, as I believe, the fearful 
odds againSPhim, believing he would find the 
village ‘‘on the run,” and that between him- 
self and Reno he could “double them up” in 
short order, Custer had jauntily trotted down 
to his death.

He had hoped to charge at once into the 
heart of the village, to hear the cheers of 
Reno’s men from the south. Instead he was 
greeted with a perfect fury of flame and biss- 
ing lead from the dense thicket 6f willow and 
cottonwood, a fire that had to be answered at 
once. Quickly he dismounted his men and

Instantly from lodge and willow 
Ogalalias and Brules sprang to horse and 
rushed to the ford in mad pursuit. ‘‘Make for 
the heights!’’ must have been the order, for 
the first rush was eastward; then more to the 
left, as they found their progress barred. 
Then, as they reached higher ground, all they 
could see, far as they could see, circling, 
stvooping, yelling like demons, and all the 
time keeping up their furious fire, were thou- 
sands of the mounted Sioux. Hemmed in, 
eut off, dropping fast from their saddles, 
Custer’s men saw that retreat was impossible. 
They sprang to the ground, ‘‘turned their 
horses loose,’’ said the Indians, and by that 
time half theirnumber had fallen. A skirmish 
line was thrown out down the slope, and there 
they dropped at five yards’ interval ; there their 
comrades found them two days after. Every 
instant the foe rode closer and gairied in 
numbers; every instant some poor fellow bit 
the dust. At last, cn a mound that stands at 
the northern end of a little ridge, Custer, with 
Cook, Yates, and gallant “Brother Tom,” and 
some dozen soldiers, all that were left by this 
time, gathered m the last rally. They sold 
their livesdearly, brave fellows that they were ; 
but they were asa dozen to the leaves of the 
forest at the end of twenty minutes, and in less 
than twenty-five—all was over.

Foraker Again.

The Western Farmers, 

Only a few weeks ago the farmers of Wis- 
consin wanted to abolish tlie federal supreme 
court, because they were dissatisfied with one 
of its decisions, and now we find the farmers of 
the eighth judicial district of Kansas petition- 
ing a court to stay the foreclosure of all real 
estate mortgages on account of hard times 
and the failure of crops, 

The western farmers occupy a strange at- 
titude toward the conrts. They seem to 
think that judges are not guided by any fixed 
principles, and that they have the power to 
assume the functions of the legislature. 

In Wisconsin and in Kansas the farmers 
have made a mistake. The federal supreme 
court, with all its mistakes, is one of the 
strongest safeguards of our free institutions, 
and may yet save the republic. The 
case of the Kansas farmers perhaps calls 
for some extraordinary measure of relief, but 
the courts have no power to grant it, The 
appeal must be made to the legislature. 

In the midst-of all these protests, demands 
and appeals from the west, the farmers of the 
south have asked nobody to stand between 
them and their creditors, They want no 
stay laws, and they are satisfied with the 
gourts. They advocate certain econontic re- 
forms, but they do it in an independent way, 
without claiming that they are unable to pay 
their debts. |

But it must be admitted that the news- 
papers sometimes act without discretion, 
and make unwarranted publications ¢alcu- 
lated to injure good men, Sometimies ago 
a bright, but unfortunate fellow, who had 
been nearly ruined by the liquor habit 
turned squarely about and reformed. He 
went to work as a temperance lecturer, and 
made himself so useful that he was licensed 
as an evangelist. He was frail and nervous, 
and finding that he was breaking down un- 
der his labors, he one day took a nervine— 
a drug whose powers he, perhaps, was not 
fully acquainted with. The dose overpow- 
ered him, and he failed to keep an appoint- 
ment. The circumstances were explained, 
but a newpaper printed the story in a. shape 
that threw a doubt about the evangelist’s 
sobriety, although the account stated that 
he ascribed his'eondition to the use of the 
drug referred to. This newspaper sensa- 
tion traveled far and wide, and the victim, 
confined to a sick bed, knew nothing of it. 

In this. instance the newspapers were 
clearly wrong. , Under the circumstances 
they should have given the sick man the 
benetit of the doubt. Nothing should have 
been published to his injury until it was 


| clearly ascertained that he was a fraud. 


These two cases, it will be seen, are very 
different. When a prohibition leader, with 
a bad record, gets outrageously drunk, the 
fact should be made public. But it is a 
very different thing when a sick man with a 
legiti- 
mate medicine. There is no excuse for 
making a sensation out of his. misfortune, 
and when the story is so worded as to leave 
the impression that the man was drunk, the 
damage done is simply irreparable. Such 
treatment sometimes drives its victim to 


‘despair, insanity, dissipation, or causes his 


death. Newspapers should go slow in such 


matters,

The Chronicle’s Yardstick. 

The esteemed Augusta Chronicle, taking 
some remarks of THe CONSTITUTION as its 
text, has defined democracy and has laid 
down a series of democratic rules by which 
all members of the party are to be measured. 

It declares, in the first place, that the so- 
lidity of the white people of the south bears 
no relation whatever to the negro problem, 
and that the democratic party of this section 
would still be solid if there were no negro 
question. It knows that this must be so, 
because, if the negro question has anything 
to do with the matter, then the party is a 
mere police patrol, held together by race 
prejudice and a desire for plunder. 

The Chronicle then goes on to remark, in 
effect, that the Farmers’ Alliance is a secret 
and an oath-bound body, and for that reason 
obnoxious to all true democrats. Our con- 
temporary then goes on to show that the sub- 
treasury bill fs undemocratic—as undemo- 
cratic, in fact, as the internal revenue system, 
which, strange to say, is now good democratic 
doctrine, according to the two or. three doc- 
trinaires who were engaged in holding the 
party by the tail before The Chronicle came 
to their assistance. 

Now, we would state to The Chronicle, in 
all candor, that its rigid definition and inter- 
pretation of what constitutes a southern 
democrat will not only prove embarrassing 
to Editor Walsh, but will result in serious 
divisions if insisted on by any large number 
of democrats. The Farmers’ Alliance is a 
secret and an oath-bound body, and is, there- 
fore, not democratic according to a rigid in- 
terpretation.

. Growth of the Church. 
From The New York Sun. 

The Independent has gathered some valuable 
and interest'ng statistics showing the strength of 


the various Christian churches in the United | 


Stat2s and their growth during the past year. In 
some cases the figures are estimateapbut our con- 
temporary believes that on the whole the results 
“very closcly approximate the truth.” 

From these it appears that there are in the 
United States 151.261 churches of all denomina- 
tions, 103,500 mainisters and nearly 22,000,000 mem- 
bers. During. the year there has been an increase 
of 8,509 churches, nearly 4,900 ministers and nearly 
1,090,009 mem bers. 

The most numerous denomination is the Roman 
Catholic, with its 7,500 churches, 8,300 priests, etc., 
and 8,277,000 population, of whom 4,676,000 are 
estimated to be communicants. 

Then come the Methodists, with, in round num- 
bers, 4,{80,000 communicants; Daptists, 4,292,909; 
Presbyterians, 1,229,000; Lutherans, 1,056,000; Cen- 
gregationalists, 491,000, and Episcopalians, 450,000. 

The increase in the Catholic population during 
the year was 421,700. The estimated gain in 
Catholic communicants was over 238,900. 

The growth of Protestant membership was 668, - 
000. The Methodists gained more than 255,000, 
the Baptists more than 313,000, the Lutherans 
98,000, the Presbyterians nearly 49,009, the Congre- 
gationalists more than 16,000, and the Episcopali- 
ans about 9,500, 

The accession of new members was even larger 
than these figures, since in every denomination 
there were deaths of members whose places were 
filled by new acquisitions.. The number of deaths 
in the Methodist Episcopal body, for example,was 
reportedjatj28 300. 

This is a highly satisfactory and encouraging 
showing to all who have the welfare of the church 
at heart. A gain of nearly eleven hundred thou- 
sand in membership in one year, with a corre- 
sponding increase in the number of churches and 
ministers, indicates that Christianity is march- 
ing on with no uncertain stride. As our contem- 
porary well says, “It is in itself a most over- 
whelming refutation of the assertions we hear 
now and then from various quarters that 
Christianity is losing its hold upon our people, 
and that our churches are declining.”

A SESSION OF FIVE HOURS HELD 
YESTERDAY, 


The Street Railroad Discussion Consumes 
Sime—Renumbering the Houses—Li- 
censes Considered, etc. 


For five hours nearly the members of the 
general council talkedand wrangled yesterday 
afternoon. 

Those who were not hoarse were weary when 
the session closed. 

Mr. Woodward, chairman of the committee 
upon electrical construction, presented his 
strect railway ordinance—the same which was 
perfected by his committee, the ordinance 
committee and the city attorney a few days 
ago. 

The paper was just the same as when first 
presented by Mr. Woodward, except in the 
second section. In that section the $5,000 a 
mile forfeit had been taken away and a clause 
forfeiting charter and requiring the company 
to tear up its track when the terms of the gvant 
were not carried out substituted. 

“That,”’ said Mr. Woodward, as he com- 
pleted reading the report, “‘is the joint report 
of the> committees, and as such I submit it. 
But I can’t say that Iam wedded tothe second 
section. I still think we should have a money 
forfeit there.”’ 

Mr. Hulsey, chairman of the ordinance com- 
mittee, was uncertain in his mind. 

“T tell you,”’ said Mr. Robbins, ‘‘that the 
ordinance as first drawn was right. The 
co npanies ought to be made to put upa forfeit. 
If 85.000 is too large, iet’s make it smalicr. 
We all know that this council or no other 
council is going to tear up a street car line, 
because the company fails to build all it 
petitioned for.”

shali be kept in his office in a convenient condi- 
tion for ready examination by parties interested 
therein. 

Sec. 5. The work of numbering shall be done 
by or undeg the direction of the street committee 
of the general council and the city engineer and 
may be let by contract, or performed on account 
of the city in the discretion of the committee and 
engineer. 

Sec. & The cost of numbering or renumbering 
each house shall be a chargé against the property 
and against the owner oragent in charge thereof

During the great “Birmingham boom’’ he 
loft Atlanta and went to Birmingham, where 
he remained about a year and a half, and then 
came back. 

Since that time Captain Castleberry has not 
been identified with public life toa great ex- 
tent.

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| ALLIANCE MATTERS, - 


COLONEL LIVINGSTONTO SERVETWO 
TERMS AS PRESIDENT. 


His Place in Congress Wil Not Prevent His 
Being President of the Alliance—The | 
State Alliance Meeting August 19th. 


Colonel L. F. Livingston will be his own 
successor as president of the State Alhance. 

At least it looks that way now. 

For some time past there has been much in- 
quiry made at the alliance headquarters if 
Colonel Livingston would give up the office 
of president of the  ailiance’ in 
view of his prospects for  elec- 
tion to congress from this district. 

Although Colonel Livingston has not him- 
self said anything definite about hisintentions, 
it is more than likely that he will still hold 
the presidency of the aNiance in addition to 
his place in congress, if elected, and itis also 
more than probable that he will have no op- 
position for either office. 

In this relation the Alliance Southern 
Farmer in today’s issue will say editorially: 

We have received a great many letters recently, 
asking us if it were possible for Colonel Livings- 
ton toserve another term as president of the 
State Alliance. We are p'eased to state that there 
is nothing whatever in the way. The alliance 
law says thatthe president is only eligible to 
election two terms in succession. Colonel Liv- 
ingston has never been elected president but one 
term. He seryed before bis election a shert, un- 
expired term after President Jackron resigned, 
and is today as eligible as if he had never served 
atall. The most successful state alliance in all 
our sisterhood of states is the Georgia State 
Alliance, and a great portion of its success 
is due to the discretion, judgment and bravery of 
Colonel Livingston. The next year of the State 
Alliance of Georgia will be one of great triumph, 
and we need the guiding hand of the man who 
has carricd it to success to hold it in the high po- 
sition to which he has brought it. Of course 
there is no opposition to Colonel Livingston’s re- 
election and wiil be none, but we make this state- 
ment simply to satisfy that host of friends who 
had conceived the idea that there was a danger of 
his not serving another term. If elected to con- 
gress, he will not enteron active duties as con- 
gressman for more than twelve months to come, 
and, of course, this cannot interfere with his serv- 
ing as president of the State Alliance. 

THE STATE ALLIANCE MEETING. 

The indications are that there will be a very 
large attendance at the next meeting of the 
State Alliance, which will be held in Atlanta, 
August 19th. 

It will be a most important meeting for the 
alliance, and matters of much weight will 
come up for discussion and decision. 

The meeting will be called to orderin the 
hall of representatives in the new capitol. 
Mr. W. P. McDaniel, of Faceville, Ga., is 
chairman of the committee on credentials, and 
to him all county alliance representatives 
should make application for the purpose of 
securing a perfect roll. 

The railroads have all offered reduced fares 
to the delegates and visitors, and the pros- 
pects are good fora rousing meeting. 

Ainong the many matters of great import- 
ance that will be discussed is a scheme, now 
being agitated, to have built, under the aus- 
pices of the alliance, a mammoth cotton-bag, 
ging factory in some part of the state. 

There seems to be no doubt entertained 
about the success of the scheme among such 
members of the alliance as are in a position to 
know, and itis very probable that the State 
Alliance will take the plan in hand at once 
and have the factory in operation in full time 
to supply the farmers of Georgia with cotton 
bagging for next year’s crop.

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PROCLAMATION. 


STATE OF GEORGIA—EXECUTIVE DEP’T, 
ATLANTA, Ga., August 4, 1890. 
, eo THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 

'¥ 1889 passed the following act in accordance 
with the requirements of the constitution, towit: 
“An act to amend Art. 7, Sec. 1, Par. 1, of the con- 
stitution of 1877, and the act of 1885, amendatory 
thereof, so as to include widows of confederate 
soldiers in the aid therein extended, and for other 
purposes. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That the act of 1885, ap- 
proved October 19, 13885, amending article 7, sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877, be 
and the same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto and at theend of said act the following 
words: “And for the widows of said confederate 
soldiers as may have died in the service of the 
confederate states, or since from wounds received 
therein or diseases contracted in the service; pro- 
vided, that this act shal! only apply to such persons 
as were married at the time of such service and 
have remained unmarried since the death of such 
soldier husband, so that said article 7, section 1, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877, and the 
act amendatory thereof, shall read as follows: 
“To supply the soldiers who lost a limb or limbs in 
the military service of the confederate states with 
substantial artificial limbs during life,and to 
make suitable provision for such confederate 
soidiers as may have otherwise been disabled or 
permanently injured in such service; and for the 
widows of such confederate soldiers as may haye 
died in the service of the cynfederate states, or 
Since from wounds received therein, or disease 
contracted in the service. ! 

Provided, That this act shall only apply to such 
widows a8 were married at the time of the service 
and have remained unmarried since the death of 
such soldier husband. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to each of the two houses, 
the same shall be entered on their journals with 
yeas and nays taken theréon and the governor 
Shall cause said amendments to be published in 
one or more newspapers in each congressional 
district for two (2) months previous to the next 
general election, and the same shall be submit- 
ted to the people at next general election, and 
the —_ voters at the next said general eleetion 
ehall have inscribed or printed on their tickets 
the word “Ratification” or “Non-ratification,” as 
they may choose to vote, and ifa majority of the 
electors qualified to vote for members of the 

eneral assembly voting therein shall vote in 
avor of ‘ ratification,” then this amendment 
shall become a part of said article 7, section 1, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of the state, and 
the said acts of 1885, amendatory thereof, and the 
governor shall make proclamation thereof.” 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act be, and the 
same are hereby repealed.”’ 

Approved November 4, 1889. 

Now, therefore, I, John B. Gordon, governor of 
said state, do issue this, my proclamation, hereby 
declaring that the foregoing proposed amendment 
to the constitution is hereby submitted for ratifi- 
cation or rejection to the voters of the state at the 
mig election to be held on Wednesday, Octo- 

r 1, 1890, as provided in said act.

Ile asked a companion fora stick to assist 
him in walking, and went on down the road 
toward his home. 

Pretty soon he became faint, and when his 
companion, Wesley, asked him what was 
the matter, he replied that Corrie Young 
had stuck a hat-pin in his side, and he asked 
Wosley to carry him home, as he felt unable 
to walk. / 

Wesley declined, and Joe hobbled on to his 
home beyond the Exposition mills, and went 
to bed. 

His sufferings were such that a physician, 
Dr. Childers, was summoned, and applied such 
remedies as he thought would relieve the.suf- 
ferings of the boy. 

But Joe grew worse from day to day, anda 
few days since Dr. A. J. Tugglo was sum- 
moned. 

He found the patient suffering from chromatic 
tetanus. He examined him thoroughly, but 
was unable to locate the wound. There wasno 
local swelling, or other evidence of the exist- 
ence ef the wound, which was but a small 
puncture and had been obliterated by a blister 
that had been placed on the side of the patient 
where the wound eceurred. 

Williams lingered until 4 o’elock Sunday 
afternoon, when he died of lockjaw, which 
was superinduced by the wound. 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

Yesterday afternoon Justice A. A. Manning, 
acting coroner, summoned a jury of inquest on 
the body of the young man. 

There were several witnesses examined, but 
none who witnessed the oecurrence. 

Corrie Young, the girl who inflicted the 
fatal wound, was present and made a volun- 
tary statement in accordance with the facts as 
above related. 

Dr. A. J. Tuggle, the physician who last at- 
tended the patient, and Dr. E. Griffin, county 
physician, both examined the body and gave 
it as their opinion that he came to his death 
from the effects df the wound, which resulted 
in tetanus. 


The jury, of which Mr. M. M. Folsom was, 


foreman, and Mr. Lee Biack, secretary, de- 
cided that the girl was innccent, and returned 
a verdict of death from a wound inflicted by a 
hat-pin’in the hands of Corrie Young, and that 
she was blameless. 

So, the hat-pin figures in the annalsof the 
courts the same as the toy dagger, and anew 
precedent has been established in this city.
